Hon. Claxton 
Will Address 

Club Monday 

On Monday evening at 5.00 p.m. 
the Hon. Brooke Claxton. K.C., 
M.P., P.C., Minister of National 
Defence, will address an open 
meeting of the McGill Liberal Club, 
in the Ballroom of the McGill 
Union. Mr. Claxton will speak on 
the subject "Canada's Defence 
Needs — How. When. Why?" A 
question period not exceeding half 
an hour will follow Mr. Claxton's 
address. 

Mr. Claxton. a graduate in Law 
of McGill. is one of the University's 
more distinguished graduates. He 
first entered politics in 1D40, when 
he was returned from thc St. Law- 
rencc-St. George riding, thc consti- 
tuency which he represents today. 
His first post W\9 that of assistant 
to the President of thc Privy Coun- 
cil, and he later became Minister 
of Health and National Welfare, 
and finally Minister of Defence, in 
succession to Mr. Abbott. 

Prior to entering the field of 
politics, Mr. Claxton was a dis- 
tinguished lawyer in Montreal, and 
served as a Professor in thc McGill 
Law Faculty. His appearance at 
McGill is one of the scries of talks 
presented by the Liberal Club, and 
designed to bring Canada's most 
prominent political figures before 
McGill students.

One of thc distinguished patrons 
of the forthcoming (Feb. 10) "Bal 
du Mardi-Gras" is the French Con- 
sul General in Montreal, MR. ER- 
NEST TRIAT, well-known person- 
ality in diplomatic circles. During 
the First World War, the French 
Consul General was seriously 
wounded, several times mentioned 
in dispatches, and had conferred 
on him thc title of Officer and 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. 
He started his diplomatic career by 
occupying the post of Consul Gen- 
eral of France at Poznan and War- 
saw. He later went to Liverpool 
and Relfast before he was appoint- 
ed to his present post.

Proper food is so scarce in 
Mailing, that a rcsturant is open 
on Sundays, so that students can 
gel at least one good meal a week. 
Thc students in ill health who 
succumb to thc hardships of in- 
adequate food and shelter are fur- 
ther hindered by thc Jack of medi- 
cal aid. 

It is the aim of the I.S.S. to pro- 
vide books, scholarships, medical 
supplies, food and other necessary 
BARE ESSENTIALS to less fortun- 
ate students abroad. To those who 
have studied thî problem carefully, 
the conclusion has been drawn that 
it is a matter ol Canadian students 
joining with the other more fortun- 
ate students of thc world in help- 
ing these hapless students to help 
themselves.

NFCUS 
To Meet 
Monday 

Group Will Discuss 
Recent Conference 
In Winnipeg 



At the first general meeting of i 
NFCUS this term thc results of thc ' 
recent conference at Winnipeg will | 
be discussed. It will be held in thc 
new room on Monday at 5.00. For 
the benefit of those who will be: 
attending the following is a brief 1 
outline of the work of the Con- 
ference. 

At the three day meeting in Win- 
nipeg all phases of student acti- 
vity were covered. The decision to 
join IUS was taken subject to the 
agreement of two thirds of the 
Student Councils— McGill has al- 
ready agreed to the affiliation. Here 
loo. thc beginning of a Canadian 
University Radio Federation were 
established. Work has already 
started on this, and if the results 
of the qucstionaircs now being cir- 
culated arc favorable, it is hoped 
that there will be a national radio 
program over the CBC for students, 
next year. 

Since thc National Conference of 
Canadian Universities is planning 
to set up a Dominion Intercollegiate 
Athletics Union. NFCUS asked 
that it take a certain form, notably 
that no college in the proposed 
Union be allowed to play with any 
college not in the Union. To make 
this Union workable NFCUS is 
attempting lo get reduced railway 
rates for teams travelling from one 
place to another. Also, to save 
money the Federation is attempt- 
ing to eliminate thc paying 'of Un- 
employment insurance by students. 

NFCUS is going into regional 
exchange of students in a big way. 
in Canada, and if the present 
negotiations with the United Stales 
National Student Association go 
through, student exchange will be 
on a continental-wide basis. The 
essence of this plan is this: A 3rd 
year student will pay all his ex- 
pected expenses in his home uni- 
versity, but go to some other uni- 
versity of his choosing. 

To carry out many of Its pro- 
jects NFCUS must have adequate 
information upon which to act. 
NFCUS now wants to go ahead on 
adequately working for the mate- 
rial benefit of students, to do this 
it has set up a factfinding commit- 
tee on student incomes and expen- 
ditures, another on student loans, 
and a third on student council or- 
ganization and activities. Already 
work is being undertaken on thc 
basis of last year's information on 
a National Student Magazine, and 
as well there is work being done 
cn what is called a national tour. 
This National Tour as proposed is 
to take place in the summer, and 
will be a trip across Canada on a 
special train. Here is an excellent 
way to learn about Canada, enjoy 
oncsell and have an inexpensive 
holiday. 

While the DIAU will decide the 
future Canadian Athletic Cham- 
pions, the newly formed Canadian 
University Debating Association 
will decide thc national debating 
championships.. The Association is 
composed of the four debating 
leagues — thc Maritimes, the Eng- 
lish and French Speaking Central 
Region, and the Western Region. 
Thc eliminations will always be 
held in the Central Region and 
will be bilingual. 

Besides changes in the internal

McGill Chancellor Delivers 
Address at COTC Dinner

A COTC Mess Dinner, in honour of the Chancellor nf (he 
University, tho Honourable Associate Chief .lustier 0. S. Tyndalc, 
\vn.< held Inst night, at the Officers' and Cadet.»' Mess, in the ."mi 
Arthur Curric Gymnasium. 

Chancellor Tyndale opened his* 
speech on a note of warning. He 
slated that although peace was the 
common desire of all peoples, there 
were many problems prevalent in 
the world of today, which, if not 
solved satisfactorily, could very 
well lead lo another conflict. He 
advised that the only way to deal 
with this uncertain situation, was 
to work for peace, but be prepared 
for war. 

Plans 

The Chancellor expressed his re- 
gret at not having constructive 
plans as to how to go about the 
task of working for better condi- 
tions, but offered an excerpt from 
an address given by him at the 
Graduates' Dinner on last Found- 
er's Day. He had stated at that 
time: "Wc should always bear in 
mind and conform to the funda- 
mental principles underlying our 
legal system and our Christian civ- 
ilization and do what wc can to re 
sist any attempt to infringe or be- 
little them." He continued his 
speech to the COTC by asserting 
that the government of Canada was 
well aware of the importance of 
drawing up precautionary plans for 
the future, and that thc reorgani- 
zation of the COTC was one such 
step. 

QUALITIES 

Chancellor Tvndale suggested 
that the essential qualities of a 
fighting man are not restricted to 
strength of balv and bravery. He 



said that soldiers of all ranks must 
possess an "informed intelligence 
and initiative" md that those who 
are afforded the responsibility of 
leadership must have "not only a 
thorough technical training but also 
a broad comprehension of all the 
complicated aspects of modern 
warfare."

A TRIP IN TIME 



Now and then, we've often wondered what 
it must have been like in Montreal way back 
before the turn of (he century. Probably there 
must be sonic old-timers still around the city 
who remember those days of the '80's when 
Montreal was in her bustling adolescence; yet 
to far we have not come across any of them. 

Local legend tells us that if we were to go 
back to that time when calèches and snow-shoes, 
excluding the so-called iron-horee, were the main 
means of transportation, and the merchant sec- 
tion of town was moving northwest to build on a 
remodeled cow - path called Ste. Catherines 
Street, we would find a sharp contrast with the 
fast-paced huckstering metropolis of today. 

There would be, however, some aspects of 
Montreal's past moments which we would 
eagerly light upon, rejoicing in the familiarity 
of them amidst our confusion of being in a 
pioneering city. One of them we feel sure would 
be the winter activities on the slopes of Mount 
Royal. 

As tourists in time, we would sec the great 
ice palaces built in Fletcher's Field, structures 
made from blocks of ice that would seem 
futuristic even to our "nothing-ncw-tinder-thc 
sun" conditioned eyes. We would witness the 
croes-country ski races of the tiny — once around 
the mountain on snow-shoes; high speed skaters 
would show their style on a nearby itcd-over 
creek; local yokels would be standing around 
a snow-banked rectangle of ire where Les 
Canadiens of yester-year would be whipping 
another pre-NHL team; and to complete the 
picture would be the outdoor faddists of the 
polished ice, the pleasure skaters, the winter 
enthusiasts of the pre-skiing age. On Saturday 
night it is quite possible that the fiddles would 
lead the band and the gay spirited crowd in 



a quadrille or danse-carree and perhaps "le 
reel du pendu." 

Looking back at our visit to young Montreal, 
we would realize nlmost immediately* that time 
has had no major effect on the winter activities 
on Mount Royal; in fact, time, for the overall 
scheme of this winter pastime would appear to 
have stood still. How is this, one might ask? 
Docs not time change all things? Well, if we 
had lived through the years from the instnnt 
we returned to in our visit, we would have 
quickly noticed that Montreal laid aside its 
Winter Carnivals very soon after wc had arrived 
and went in search of her fortune; and wc 
would not fintl Mount Royal garnished with 
her winter carnival coat until we reached the 
present year. In some ways time has had its 
effect, we would learn; but these \vould be 
incidental— a change in rhythm of the dancers 
feet; a aprending-out of the activities; the fid- 
dles no longer lead the band; and the ski has 
replaced the snow-shoe. 

Now we would find the students of McGill 
have decided to rc-crcate that carnival spirit 
that we saw in our trip to the past. But in their 
machine-age of speed, the local yokels will come 
from almost a quarter of a continent, instead 
of the nearby parishes. Yet, still Mount Royal 
remains the heart of the Carnival with "an 
abundance of events planned to take place on 
her heights from Feb. 19 to Saturday, Feb. 
21, inclusive. 

We've called back the spirit of Montreal's 
one time winter carnivals and prefixed it with 
the name of McGill. There is an immense 
amount of history we have to follow if we arc 
to re-awaken this spirit and it is our happv 
lot to show the rest of Montreal that McGill 
students can and will do just that which they 
JlSXS.nut. aside in Montreal's growth.— T.E.B.

The Juillard String Quartet, 
which played for the Ladies Morn- 
ing Musical Club yesterday after- 
noon, arc a young group whose 
collective ability may yet cause 
their better established colleagues 
to look to their laurels. These 
artists: Robert Mann and Robert 
Koff, violins, Raphael Hillyer, 
viola, and Arthur Winograd, 'cello 
are individually fine artists, but it 
is their balance' and coordination, 
both rhythmical and interpretive 
which, belying their youthful ap 
pcaranccs, is so astonishing. 

The programme opened with the 
Haydn Quartet in G major (Op. 54, 
No. 1). This work, selected from 
the enormous array of Haydn's 
chamber music, is in every way 
characteristic of the composer. It 
is graceful, light, at times rather 
plicid, at limes humorous. The per 
formers prcscnuted this work so as 
to bring out its best qualities. 

The menuctto was particularly 
good. 

Hindcmith following right after 
Haydn was quite a contrast. His 
third quartet contains sections that 
are stirringly rhythmical, and parts 
that are startllngly atonal by any 
classical standard. It will be im- 
possible to appraise works such as 
these until (If ever) their idiom 
has fallen Into the popular domain. 
However there are moments in this 
work, particularly in the second 
movement that are very moving. 
The players did complete justice 
to its remarkable force and vigour, 
and the audience received it most 
enthusiastically. 

The most completely satisfying 
performance was that of Beetho- 
ven's Quartet in F major, Opus 59, 
No. 1. This work, a product of 
Beethoven's mature years was 
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"There's a good type for the fraternity!'' 
"Perfection ; i . check! Let's mal«e our 
opening bid with a Sweet Cap."

Dr. Patterson 
Is Honored 
By Acadia U. 

By CUP 

Wolfvitle, Feb. 3— (CUP)— All 
lectures were cancelled this after- 
noon at Acadia University in order 
to celebrate the twenty-fifth anni- 
verrary of Dr. Frederick William 
Patterson, D.D., LL.D., D.C.L., as 
president. 

A service was held In University 
Hall at which a portrait of Dr. Pat- 
terson, painted by one of Canada's 
foremost portrait artists, Mrs. l_.il- 
ia.s Terrcncc Newton, was unveiled. 
Almost $1,000,00 towards the cost 
of the painting was provided by 
the student body, and the remain- 
der by the faculty and the Board 
of Governors. 

Addresses were given by Dr. W. 
H. Thompson, recently retired as 
Dean of Arts and Science and Mr. 

President of 
The portrait 
was unveiled by a representative 
of the Class of 1923 and by the Life 
President of the Class of 1948. Dr. 
M. R. Elliott, Chairman of the 
Board of Governors, accepted the 
portrait, and Dr. Patterson made a 
reply. 

Immediately following this, a re- 
ception was held in the University 
Dining Hall, to which all students 
and faculty members of Horion 
Academy and Acadia University 
were invited. 

Dr. Patterson, in marking a quar- 
ter of a century ol service at Acadia 
ranks as the senior president in the 
whole of English-speaking North 
America. Dr. Patterson is a product 
of the East, being a native of New 
Brunswick, but he was perhaps bet- 
ter known prior to his appointment 
at Acadia, as an outstanding Baptist 
leader in the West. Up to 1923 he 
held several pastorale:, in Western 
Canada, was editor for some years 
of the Western Baptist, and for a 
time was General Secretary of the 
Baptist Union of Western Canada. 
Before his appointment to the pre- 
sidency Ht Acadia, Dr. Patterson 
was already a nationally known fig- 
ure; he had been honored by Mc- 
Mastcr University with an honor- 
ary D.D. in 1915 and by the Uni- 
versity of Alberta with an honor- 
ary LL.D. in 1922.
